HON. CHESTER B. JO&DAN. 


CONCOBD, Sept. 11.— Tlie republican 


state convention held today for the 
nomination of governor and presiden- 
tial electors was one of the most largely 
Attended delegate gatherings ever held 
by the parties in this state and the en- 
thusiasm ran high. 


While much of the activity attendant 


upon the preliminary scenes of the con- 
tention last night was due doubtless to 
£he large field of entries in the senator- 
ial race, it cannot be disputed that tho 
foreshadowed nomination of the Hon. 
Chester B, Jordan of Lancaster for 
governor was a predominant feature in 
setting astir the emotion of the dele- 
gates. 


Mr. Jordan has for years been re- 


garded aa available gubernatorial tim- 
ber, and it has only awaited his word 
to start in motion the intricate machin- 
ery of friendship which culminated to- 
day in his nomination practically by 
acclamation. 


There was' an unusual ante-conven- 


tion attendance last night, and the 
throng of politician a was visibly swelled 
this morning by the arrival of delegates 
on the early trains, so that when tho 
hour for summoning the convention 
together had arrived, the convention 
hall was filled with representative 
members of the party from all quarters 
of the state. 


A notable addition to the number 


present was to be seen in the attendance 
of prominent gold Democrats, who to- 
day definitely cast in their lot with, the 
Republican*1, and actel in the conven 
lion. 


Conspicuous among these wor 
the 


Hon. Alberts. Batohellor of Littleton, 
who was a delegate to the Indianapolis 
convention in 1896, and William P.

'ostivnl," writes Mrs Lyinan Abbott In 
The Ladies'Homo Journal. "TbePurl- 
tuns, sooing only tho suporstltlops and dls 
orderliness with which Christinas had lie- 
come Incumbered, strove with all their 
ardor to do«troy it, but happily did not 
succoocl 
The argument conietlmos used 


against It, that the blrtlfetay of tbe child 
Josus Is not known nnd therefore cannot 
30 obnorved, does not prevail against the 
almost universal lonf?ing to oelobrate In 
eonio wuy this great event. So wo are not 
surprisod to lourn that in the first con- 
surlos of tliu Christian era Christiana, 
though generally celebrating tho nativity, 
wero not unanimous in tho timo chosen 
tor the festival. At least a pnrt of the 
early church observed the Oth of January, 
not only to commemorate the Kplphany, 
or tho manifestation of Christ to the gon- 
tllos, but also tho birth of Jesus, and it 
wns not until tho end of the foiuth cen- 
tury, perhaps not until the beginning of 
tho fifth, that tho present date, DQO. 28, 
wus generally accepted 


"Tho 'Christmas season' is sometimes 


used to designate tbe time between Deo. 
16 nnd Fob. 1, more often the fortnight 
between Doa S4 and Jan. 0. During all 
this period tbero wus formerly and still 
continues to be a spirit of jov and fosti\- 
ity which entitles It to be cullect 'the holi- 
days.' Tho •vigil of the natl\tty, or, as we 
now cull Jt, Christmas er\e, was observed 
from tho first w ith exceptional devotion, 
perhaps because the birth of our Lord oc- 
curred In the night. Unlike other vlglla 
it continued throujch tho night, nnd made, 
with Christmas itself, one great solem- 
nity." 


Plant Culture by Amntenrs. 


"Amateur llonsts should study the 


habits of the plants In their collections in, 
order to gno tho special cnre needed by 
enob \ariety," writes Ebon B Boxford in 
Tho Ladles' Hoiue Journal. "Not only 
ejoes this ad1*,ice apply pertinently to wa- 
tering, but to tho position in the window. 
Your plant window may bo a southern one 
which will admit n grant deal of sunshine 
This will exactly suit geraniums, helio- 
tropes, roses nnd plants of that class, but 
begonias, primroses and many other plants 
adapted to house culture nre not particu- 
larly fond of strong sunshine—in fact, »re 
often injuri (j by flvii exposure to ic. It is 
possible to find out exactly what course to 
pursue nnd to efteocn compromise botweeii 
these two classes of plants without a 
change nf windows, Find out what plants 
like partial simile nnd give them positions 
in tho rear of tbe san loving plants. Jn 
this way the plants which require sunshine 
will not bo robbed of it, nnd those wrhioh 
do not teqiilre sunshine will not be«hainied 
by having nn excess of it."

Suburban Country Place," gives a descrip- 
tion In The Century of Professor Charles 
S. Sargent's homo, at Brpokllno, Mass. 
Mrs. "V"tfn Rfcnsselaer 'says: Tho work of 
the painter, tho sculptor or the architect 
Is throughout a work of creation. His 
brute materials aro supplied to him, but 
tho thing which he makes with them is in 
all its parts his own. >On th'o other hand, 
tho landscape gardener is not wholly a 
creator Tho thing which he.producos was 
in some dt'gree begun by nature. His task 
is to originate In one spot, but to preserve 
in another, to suppress hero, and to alter 
there.

FINGER TIP BRAINa 


Aoutenens of Toucli Among the III I nil Ex- 


plained. 


It bos been reported, status Tho Micro- 


ecopp, that tho gray matter brain cells of 
perception IUHa boon dissected out of the 
finger tips of tho blind. Standing point 
up beneath nil tho ridges so plainly econ 
with a milftnifylng glass on the hkmof tlui 
insiilci of tho linger ends are tho so calli rt 
corpuscles of Pacini, wbicli aro arranged 
in tbo exact semblance of tho k«ys of a 
piano, and arc said by Meisinor to crepl- 
tuto and give forth a different sound in 
every nge of each person. This Pacinian 
corpuscle, which contains within its lining 
membranees a nervo trunk, an artery and 
a vein, lines all tbo tactile surfaces of tiio 
body, particularly tbo inner fingers and 
thumb tips. 


A medical man recently assisted in an 


autopsy on a person blind from birth, and 
ho sought to discover by scalpel and mi- 
croscope the Secret of the extraordinarily 
delicate touch the blind ornnu had acquired 
during life. 
Sections perhaps a sixteenth 


of an inch thick were carefully sliced off 
the inner surfaces of tho index and middle 
lingers of the right hand. Under a high 
power these showed instead,of a single 
nerve trunk and artery nnd vein of the 
average man a most complex an,d delicate 
ramification, of nervo filaments, dainty and 
minuto nervo twigs in immense number 
branching from the main stem. Through 
constant use the finger tips of the blind 
acquire this unusual development, with 
moro and more perfect performance of 
(unction.—Now York Mail and Express.

Tbo truth Is that 'the Sahara hns a dou- 


ble aspect, that of the Wat nnd sandy plains 
nnd that of Ifae rocky jridgo tor inouut.iin, 
tbo so called hnmrundu. It is the latter 
tha,t is moro particularly dreaded by the 
cnhivnns, for a&nong their xvincl swept 
crngi? there JMM «o, or but few, oases, aud 
only tho blowing sands und a relentless 
sun aro tho companions of the footsore 
pilgrim. In tbo flat desert, at least wlicro 
tho sand is not too deep, traveling is mod- 
erately eusy, for over long distances tho 
surface has become coated into n, hnrd, cal- 
careous crust—u solid basement rook, ono 
mny coll It Wo saw no sand dunes of any 
magnitude, thoso along the southern faco 
of tho grunt Chott Mclghigh, about 20 feet 
in height, being tho highest. I3ut I vv.is 
informed by competent authority nt Biskra 
that bejond Tuggurt/on our route, tlwy 
rise to tlie prodigious height of 1,200 to 
1,400 
feet. This Is certainly an imposing 


monument to tho power of the wind—one 
that spi'aka fur morn eloquently oven than 
tho wind swept hands of coral islands. 


It hns become custom in certain book 


quarters of late to say that the Sahara is 
not as flat as it is-comnjonly assumed to 
bo, and thnt it is almost everywhere torn 
into ridges nnd nmts. Thnt is, however, 
an imperfect statement of tho truth. Tho 
flat desert Is almost Interminably lint for 
days or weeks of travel, with hardly a riso 
of more than « few fret for mile after mile 
of perspective. AH around is tho panic ex- 
panse. In vain tho ayo searches for some 
special object to give it relief. It docs not 
exist, tinloss it lie tho far oil tufts of an 
approaching onsis. 


I am not sure that these endless sand? 


are truly imposing. Sometimes they cer- 
tainly nre, but they present, most exquisite 
pictures in tbo varying ligbtsof thn morn- 
ing ftud evening sun. It is then that lluy 
soom to constitute a world of their own, 
speaking in color that belongs to them 
alone. Wo wore not to any extent troubled 
by their presence, cither os impediments 
to travel or us frcoly floating discomforts 
in tho atmosphere. Only ns we npprojched 
Mrcir, lit the close of a bard dav's journey 
of sonic 64 miles, did wo come in ilisugrec- 
ablo conflict with them. Our hordes had 
moro than their aburc in tbo second half 
of tho dny'a work. For tho better n.irt of 
four miles wo had been dragged through 
deep sand, and finally tho courage of tho 
poor nnhnuls bad spent itself. We worn 
stuok fast In the Sahara snnds at tv point 
soiuo 10 feet below hca level. Coaxing and 
urging bad littlo efteet, nnd it was not, 
until wo ourselves took a long hand in 
pushing and pulling thnt wo .succeeded in 
extricating ourselves. 


Lot it not for a moment bo assumed that 


the Sahara, even In the parts that do not 
belong to tho region of tho oasis, is every- 
where destitute of growing vegetation. 
Far from this is really tho case. Along 
tho entiro length of our Journey a gener- 
ous supply of terebinth bushes, one or two 
or three feet in height, covered most of 
tho sand devotions, and with them was a 
form of sickly green snlcoliiecious plant, 
the exact nature of which I was unnbio to 
discover, and if we can fully believe n 
war illustration that has recently appeared 
from the pencil of a staff correspondent, 
the same feature must bo a characteristic 
of the Sahara about Timbuktu as well. 
There aroj indeed, a number of spots where 
the vegetation is even more luxuriant—If 
• scattering of plants can in any sense bo 
called luxuriant—comprising n number of 
iry herbs, such as the-rose of Jericho, 
which hardly rises a few inches above tho 
surface, and again there nre large arcns 
where the vegetation bus been completely 
stamped out, or. where it has. bean buried 
deep beneath its canopy of sand. 


Ifrls the oasis that is tho redeeming pearl 


of tho desert. No poetic temperament is 
11 ceded to. prepare one for tho enjoyments 
of Its. coining. From miles of distance 
the eye fastens itself upon the tree top°,; 
the dark green is a brenk in the landscape,' 
And, like tbo black shadow of clouds, it 
seems to go «id come, the gentle undnla-. 
tions of the desert throwing it now and 
again .out of sight. - We bad penetrated- 
but a .moderate distance Into the, desert, 
jbut the coining of the oad'is was u relief; 
that oatt^bardly be described—those dense, 
groves of 'date palms and tho circulating 
Btpoams of water. What must,,indeed, tbo; 
oasis bb |o those, who. jhave vyoarily plodded 
its sanda for weeks at a tiifio. 
When we, 


returned to Biskra- after our southerly 
journey, the sun bad just act behind tho 
pali» forest, Illuminating _thc sky with 
that soft African yellow which has boon 
matched only by tho brush of Ed ward 
Frere. Tho tall tree trunks rose against 
this In specter shadows pf, brown, silent 
monoliths, rising as if from a silent grave. 
An Arab group appeared here nnd there, 
the flowing waters and the mosque asking 
each to his special devotions.—Philadel- 
phia Ledger.
